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PREJUDICE AND RACE HATRED 

Will Yield to Force but not to Justice and Honor. 


RUDELY SEVERS TIES OF 
YEARS 


America Knocked at Closed Door 
of Japan 


Now California Seeks to Break 
Down Friendship of Years, Says 
Former Consul-General to Mi¬ 
kado’s Kingdom—“Unwise, Un¬ 
just.” Says Gen. Bellows. 


Characterizing the policy of Gov. 
Johnson, in reference, to the pro¬ 
posed alien land laws, as “unwise, 
unpatriotic and un-Christian,” Gen. 
E. C. Bellows, who was for five 
years Consul-General to Japan 
through appointments by Presi¬ 
dent McKinley, declared flatly 
against the pending legislation in 
a statement yesterday. 

“It is unwise,” Bellows contin¬ 
ued, “because it needlessly humil¬ 
iates, disgraces and irritates a 
friendly people and thus tends to 
nullify the efforts of years for the 
establishment of advantageous 
commercial relations. 

“It is unjust because it denies to 
one nation the just and equal 
treatment demanded by treaty 
from that nation. 

“It is un-Christian because it 
refuses to do to others as we demand 
that others shall do to us and be¬ 
cause it is openly announced that 
nothing but the danger of war 
will prevent the enactment of the 
law; which means that prejudice 
and race hatred will yield to force 
but not to justice and honor. 

“Sixty years ago, the United 
States was knocking at the closed 
door of Japan. Despite her pro¬ 
tests we forced our way in and our 


citizens are there today, not for 
the purpose of aiding the Japanese, 
but for their own profit and pleasure. 
They are there given every right 
which any other foreigner enjoys, 
and we have solemnly promised to 
grant to the Japanese in this country 
every right and privilege extended 
to other alien people. This prom¬ 
ise, made by the Federal govern¬ 
ment, California now proposed to 
break, as, it is said, Washington 
State has already done, by depriv¬ 
ing them of the right to hold real 
estate, while granting that right 
to other abends. 

“To say that the proposed law 
is not an infringement of treaty 
rights because the Japanese are not 
specified by name, but only in the 
general phrase, Aliens not eligible 
to citizenship/ is mere legal quib¬ 
bling and a gross insult to com¬ 
mon intelligence. 

“To say that they are an un¬ 
desirable element of our popula¬ 
tion, besides being open to argu¬ 
ment is entirely foreign to the 
question. They are here by our 
invitation, given to secure advan¬ 
tages for our citizens in their 
country, where just as many and 
as serious evils are likely to result 
from the mingling of the two races 
as can occur in this country. 

“So long as these Pacific States 
are a part of the United States, 
they can legitimately have no 
policy regarding a foreign, people 
opposed to the policy of the nation. 

“Japan’s objection is based upon 
the humiliation and shame of being 
denied the honor and dignity ac¬ 
corded to all other nations and not 
upon, the denial of the right to 
hold land in California. In other 


words, she does not object to an 
alien land bill, but she does most 
justly object to an anti-Japanese 
land bill.” 

Gen. Bellows was in Japan during 
the Russo-Japanese war. His 
duties as representative of the 
United States government brought 
him in close contact with those 
statesmen who are responsible for 
the administration of affairs in 
Japan. In the performance of his 
duties in adjusting complaints made 
by American citizens in Japan 
against that government he has a 
rare opportunity to observe the 
other side of the question. 

Since Gen. Bellows came to 
Los Angeles in 1905 upon his 
retirement from the diplomatic ser¬ 
vice, he has discussed the relations 
between the United States and 
Japan before most women’s clubs 
and literary organizations and in 
the churches and schools of Los 
Angeles and the nearby cities. 


Discussing the same subject Dr. 
William Horace Day said: 

“W r e have kicked Indians since 
we came to this country and no 
one is to say us nay; we have 
scorned and abused the black men 
since New England first brought 
slaves to this country; we have- 
misused many aliens who came as 
immigrants, but today, thank God, 
we are about to kick some one who 
has a manly fist and dares to say 
we must deal squarely and do the 
right thing,” stoutly spoke Dr. 
William Horace Day in the First 
Congregational Church in his ser¬ 
mon “On Mars Hill; War or 
Justice to the Alien,” in which he 
referred to the difficulty with Japan. 
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“I do not believe the majority 
of Americans are sorry that in this 
conflict we have come face to face 
with a sturdy nation that has an 
enormous amount of self-conscious¬ 
ness and possibly somewhat of 
self-conceit, but at least back of it 
all has a tremendous sense of its 
power and willingness to demand 
that the United States shall deal 
fairly with the alien,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

“We shall never have trouble 
except as we deal unjustly with the 
alien. California has come to her 
place of great opportunity. The 
alien has been among us. Can 
California afford to be recreant to 
that opportunity? She certainly 
cannot afford to do anything that 
is based on injustice or the abroga¬ 
tion of her promises. The Secre¬ 
tary of State is coming to Califor¬ 
nia to discuss with a Legislature 
that has done more for moral bet 
terment in our State than possibly 
any Legislature ever assembled in 
Sacramento, the oriental question, 
and to urge that California conduct 
herself with such restraint and so 
thoroughly in the spirit of justice 
toward these aliens and so entirely 
in accord with the national promise 
to this empire that Japan shall have 
no excuse not only for attacking us 
in war, but no excuse for saying 
that America has forgotten her 
ideal. 

“If we were in jeopardy, even 
within the scope of utterly rampant 
imagination, that the conditions 
of oriental life were to be repro¬ 
duced in California, there might 
be some excuse for our taking every 
step to abrogate the treaty which 
the United States has with Japan, 
and get another in which we should 
be protected, but this whole alien 
land legislation rests upon a com¬ 
paratively trivial fact. There are 
2 per cent, of our population in 
California Japanese. In 1909, 
for example, there were 208 farms 
owned by Japanese. In 1912, 
there were 312. In addition to 
that there are other pieces of land 
leased, but counting the Japanese 
who own land and those who lease 
land in a permanent way, and the 
groups of Japanese who lease on 


a very short lease and work part 
of the time as moving laborers in 
orchards and vineyards during the 
year, there are 4500 that are regis¬ 
tered by the Japanese government 
as in any sense farmers. 

“If all the land the Japanese own 
or are likely to own or put under 
lease in California were put to¬ 
gether, these lands would occupy 
but one tiny corner in any one of 
the greater of our California 
ranches.

Diet and Disease. 

By Our Medical Staff 


The stomach and intestines, to¬ 
gether with the mouth, form the 
digestive tract. Into these the 
food for sustaining us is intro¬ 
duced, and by these and other 
parts it is cared for. 

Our bodies are made up of the 
food we eat. Every organ and 


tissue must be nourished. The 
heart must have its share, the 
brain and nervous system theirs, 
the liver, the kidneys, the mus¬ 
cles, must have theirs. 

Good food and pure water pro¬ 
duce good tissues, but even good 
food may be taken in excess. 

Every move we make, every 
thought, every pulsation of the 
heart causes a destruction of tis¬ 
sue and uses energy, both of 
which must be replaced. To re¬ 
place these in the most scientific 
and economical manner, then, be¬ 
comes the right, nay, the duty of 
every being. 

We must in considering the 
subject begin at the beginning. 
Digestion of food starts not in 
the stomach nor in the mouth, but 
in the preparation of that food to 
be eaten—in the cooking. Diges¬ 
tion is the preparation of food for 
absorption into the blood stream, 
and cooking plays a great part in 
this preparation. It is necessary, 
therefore, for the housewife to 
properly prepare herself in the 
art of healthful cookery. 

In the articles which follow we 
shall attempt to elucidate this 
subject in a practical way. We 
trust that every reader as. he 
studies with us wall keep in mind 
this text, “Whether, therefore, ye 
eat or drink or whatsoever ye do, 
do all to the glory of God.”

ELECTED, SAYS ROSE. 


“My nomination as mayor is 
now assured and the result of yes¬ 
terday's vote only predicts my 
election in the final election by a 
large majority," said Judge H. H. 
Rose, in a statement to The 
Evening Herald. “The people 
have again repudiated E. T. Earl 
and his tactics and the fact that 
Shenk was shown to be Earl's can¬ 
didate is the .chief cause of his 
inability to poll a larger vote. 

“The vote for Shenk and George 
Cryer, another of Earl's candi¬ 
dates, clearly indicates the politi¬ 
cal strength Earl is now capable 
of mustering. 

“The people want an indepen¬ 
dent candidate; they are tired of 
boss rule in Los Angeles and are 
determined to oust those wily 
politicians who have dominated 
our government for the past four 
years. 

“Yesterday's result is only the 
first move in that direction and the 
repudiation will be complete, I 
predict, at the final election, in 
June, when Earl and his regime 
of office seekers will be ousted out 
of power. 

“The race is now narrowed down 
to two candidates—Shenk and my¬ 
self. Shenk was one of the city 
officials ousted by the charter- 
amendment election, in March, 
and is now seeking to re-enter the 
city's government as its chief exe¬ 
cutive. He is the candidate of 
E. T. Earl. I am an independent 
candidate, with no support but 
that of my friends and acquain¬ 
tances who realize the necessity 
to Los Angeles of a clean, decent 
business administration. 

“I stand for an efficient, clean, 
orderly, honest business adminis¬ 
tration and there will be no in¬ 
fluences, political or otherwise to 
swerve me; there will be no poli¬ 
tics in the city hall when I am 
mayor. 

“I submit my expressed attitudes 
on the important issues of the cam¬ 
paign and my record as a citizen 
and office holder of the city for 
my election as mayor." 


THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The fight that has been made on 
certain members of the school 
board has made little or no im¬ 
pression on them thus far. There 
are four members of the present 
board for whom every Negro vote 
should be cast. They are H. W. 
Frank, Joseph Scott, Mrs. R. L. 
Craig and Reynold E. Blight. In 
a fight waged against men on ac¬ 
count of their religion the Negro 
can take no part. If a man is big 
enough to treat all men as brothers, 
that man should have the friendship 
of the Negroes regardless of his 
religion. In other words, if a 
man is big enough to treat you as 
a man, you can leave his religion 
to God. 

Of the big members of the Board 
of Education, there are none bigger 
than H. W. Frank, Mrs. R. L. 
Craig, Reynold E. Blight and 
Joseph Scott. Let every Negro 
vote for them. Their defeat might 
put more religion on the Board of 
Education, but less, of that brother¬ 
ly love which includes all men. 


“THE BLACK TROOPS FOUGHT 
WELL" 


The loyal and enthusiastic sup¬ 
port given Judge Rose was highly 
appreciated by him. The Negro 
precincts showed up well in size 
of vote cast and the Rose plurality 
over Shenk was everywhere over¬ 
whelming. The precinct workers 
deserve unstinted praise. Mrs. 
Catherine Barr at 183 used a 
machine in bringing voters to the 
polls with splendid success. Hers 
was the banner Negro precinct 
giving Judge Rose 3 to 1 over 
Shenk. She was loyally assisted 
by Madams F. B. Alexander, S. 
Thompson. Rev. E. T. Hubbard 
made a splendid showing. Messrs. 
T. N. Alexander and Atty. Le 
Roy D. Barnett deserve special 
mention for services rendered dur¬ 
ing the campaign. There are 
scores of others whose names we 
have not secured who also • clid 
yoeman service. 

The colored voters endorsed The 
Liberator’s position and voted al¬ 


most solidly against Shenk. As 
7 he Liberator concentrated its 
fire on. Mr. Shenk the colored voters 
ignored the councilmanic ticket 
almost wholly.

MR. MEYER LISSNER’S STAR 
GOES DOWN 


The account of the big Du Bois 
reception was crowded this week; 
t will come later on. 


The failure to elect Mr. Shenk 
at the primaries on Tuesday, marks 
the setting of Mr. Lissner’s politi¬ 
cal star. His promise to pull Mr. 
Shenk through in J une is all a 
matter of moon shine. He is 
whistling to keep up his spirit. 
His failure as a politician, is due 
to his failure to keep faith with 
the men who made his temperorary 
success possible. When he set out 
on his career as a political machine 
smasher, he was loyally supported 


by a group of colored men who 
sincerely detested corrupt or 
machine politics. Without finan¬ 
cial consideration they took up the 
fight among the colored voters at 
a personal sacrifice. In making 
the fight the men who made it 
expected the same consideration 
for the Negro voters in the event 
of victory that was accorded to 
other voters. As soon as Mr. 
Lissner and his companions dis¬ 
covered the character of the men 
with whom they were dealing—that 
they wanted representation in the 
public service for the Negroes 
above that of cleaning streets and 
spitoons, they sought to set up 
leaders among the Negroes who 
would be satisfied with a few dol¬ 
lars during the campaign and menial 
jobs afterward. In other words. 
Negroes who would demand no 
manly consideration. 

Carrying out this policy, all 
special deputy clerkships at the 
city hall, hithertofore open to 
Negroes, were closed. The civil 
service was packed against them, 
they were sneaked out of the pub¬ 
lic parks and all avenues of manly 
consideration were closed to Ne¬ 
groes. And their protests at seeing 
themselves shut out of all positions 
carrying with them personal re¬ 
sponsibility, would be met by the 
false cry of “race prejudice.” 
“Race prejudice” became the 
favorite dodge of Mr. Lissner and 
the Alexander administration when¬ 
ever the Negro asked for a square 
deal. That Mr. Lissner under¬ 
estimated the caliber of the men 
with whom he was dealing is doubt¬ 
less an open secret to him by this 
time. 


HIS OLD TACTICS FAILED 


The attempt to adopt the tactics 
employed in the Alexander-Harri- 
man campaign of distributing a 
little money among certain venal 
Negroes for the purpose of influen¬ 
cing the colored vote failed. For, 
every Negro found working for 
Shenk was looked upon as a traitor 
and his services proved a boomer¬ 
ang and resulted in increasing the 
Rose vote. In the campaign men-

tioned a club was organized and 
certain of its leaders were given 
$250 to “put the boy in line.” 
But this year the plan was to cap¬ 
ture the Negro vote by giving 
a few Negroes one day's employ¬ 
ment as Shenk workers at the 
polls. As a result Shenk lost every 
precinct where a “Shenk Negro” 
was emploj'ed, by a'vote of 2-1 
to 3 to 1. So far as the Negroes 
are concerned, Mr. Lissner's 
troubles in this campaign have 
just commenced; and a “Shenk 
Negro” will be a big Rose asset.
